Love  Constrains  God’s  Ambassadors 


As  Bud  Sickler  —  missionary  to  Kenya,  Africa  —  portrayed  the  glo¬ 
rious  vision  of  reaching  the  whole  world  with  the  gospel,  God’s  love  began 
to  constrain  students  and  visitors  alike  at  the  Missionary  Convention  to 
encompass  all  nations  in  prayer  and  in  service.  Emphasis  rested  on 
evangelizing  and  discipling  the  world  in  this  generation.  If  people  can 
travel  as  quickly  as  they  do,  communicate  efficiently  through  complex 
forms  of  wires  and  mass  media  available  to  all,  and  expand  their  private 
enterprises  with  the  wealth  of  this  nation,  it  is  also  possible  to  reach  ev¬ 
ery  person  in  the  world  for  Jesus  Christ.  Missionaries  today  are  entering 
into  other  men’s  labors  and  are  harvesting  what  others  have  sown. 

George  Lindsay,  Bill  Wilson,  Costa  Deir,  and  others  including  fac¬ 
ulty  shared  their  experiences  in  laboring  with  God  on  the  mission  field. 
With  stretched-out  hands  the  entire  audience  prayed  for  God’s  ambassa¬ 
dors  located  in  many  countries.  Costa  Deir  spoke  of  God’s  need  for  three 
types  of  men:  Those  who  will  exercise  authority  over  spiritual  forces; 
Those  who  will  intercede;  Those  who  will  boldly  preach  the  Word.  Bill 
Wilson  concluded  the  convention  with  the  word  from  Isaiah  41:10:  “Fear 
not, ...  I  will  strengthen  thee,  I  will  help  thee.”  God’s  right  hand  enables 
His  servants  to  go  make  disciples,  teaching  all  nations. 

Lining  the  tabernacle  walls  were  colorful  and  graphic  displays  of 
each  of  the  six  student  prayer  groups.  Maps  of  construction  paper 
“stretched  across  miles”  from  the  lighted  factual  chart  on  Africa  to  the 
slides  and  pictures  of  the  Pacific  Islands,  to  the  curios  and  costumed 
mannequins  of  Latin  America. 
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Jesus  Christ  is  the  “Pioneer  of  our  salvation” 
(Heb.  2:10,  Moffatt),  made  perfect  through  sufferings, 
even  tasting  death  for  every  man.  No  one  but  the  very 
Son  of  God  could  have  pioneered  in  this  area  of  our  sal¬ 
vation,  for  He  alone  could  satisfy  the  Father’s  heart. 

But  the  day  of  pioneers  is  still  with  us,  and  the 
young  missionary  recruit  looks  to  the  Pioneer  of  all  pio¬ 
neers  for  his  example.  The  question  arises:  Is  my  con¬ 
cept  of  pioneering,  God’s  concept?  Can  I,  too,  delight  to 
do  God’s  will  no  matter  where  it  takes  me,  no  matter 
what  the  cost,  with  the  one  thought  of  a  mission  com¬ 
pleted  and  accepted  in  His  sight? 

Eva  Butler,  sister  of  President  Carlton  Spencer,  is 
such  a  pioneer. 

It  all  began  in  1960  when  God  started  dealing  with 
her  about  going  to  the  nomadic  Masai  tribesmen  of  west¬ 
ern  Kenya.  The  Masai  are  noted  for  their  diet  of  milk 
and  blood,  and  for  warring  over  cattle,  which  are  their 
livelihood.  The  young  men  live  by  themselves  near  the 
rivers  and  eat  the  cattle  they  steal. 

After  five  years  of  patient  waiting,  God’s  time  ar¬ 
rived  to  see  the  beginning  of  fulfillment  of  her  vision 
for  the  Masai.  Having  spied  out  the  land  with  other 
missionaries  on  a  safari  into  Masai  country,  Eva  Butler 
settled  into  a  13x15  foot  wood  frame,  metal  roof  house 
at  Mashuuru.  In  the  past  seven  years  on  the  field,  many 
churches  have  been  established  in  the  villages  stretch¬ 
ing  for  hundreds  of  miles  across  western  Kenya.  The 
Lord  opened  a  way  into  the  hearts  of  the  youth  of  the 
Masai  tribe,  the  “Morani”.  In  seeking  rapport  with 
these  fierce  warriors,  Eva  declares:  “God  is  my  strength 
and  my  fear  is  gone.  I  am  truly  safe  among  them  with 
His  protection.’ 
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The  Day  of  Pioneers 
is  Still  With  Us! 


Eva  Butler  is  the  “mother”  of  many  of  these  young 
men  from  the  Masai  tribe.  Their  salvation  is  a  sovereign 
act  of  God  and  He,  knowing  all  things,  has  chosen  young 
men  who  have  grand  potential  for  leadership,  once  they 
give  themselves  to  the  Lord.  One  such  youth  is  Gaddiel 
Nkarrabali,  (pictured  at  far  left  with  Moses  and  Dan¬ 
iel)  who  has  taken  the  dangerous  step  of  leaving  the 
tribal  customs  to  attend  Bible  School,  in  preparation  for 
ministry  among  the  Masai. 


Now  thirty  years  of  age,  Gaddiel  is  full  of  the  Spir¬ 
it,  with  an  exceptional  anointing  and  call  of  God  on  his 
life.  Upon  graduating  in  November  1971,  Gaddiel  said, 
“I  must  preach  the  Gospel.” 

Three  years  before,  Gaddiel  had  made  his  first 
commitment  to  serve  God.  He  and  five  other  warriors 
were  eating  a  goat’s  leg  roasted  and  boiled  over  the  fire 
in  the  forest  when  Eva  and  three  Christian  young  men 
came  by  and  joined  them.  After  prayer  Eva  inquired, 
“Who  of  you  would  like  to  go  to  Bible  School?”  Up 
went  his  hand  and  Gaddiel  said,  “I  will.” 

Gaddiel  grew  in  the  Lord  at  Bible  School  and  on 
term  breaks  became  a  real  testimony  at  home,  where  he 
was  chief  of  his  village  of  30  to  50  warriors. 

Upon  finishing  school,  Gaddiel  sought  the  Lord  for 
his  next  step.  The  Lord  burdened  him  for  the  school 
boys  in  the  government  primary  school  in  Mashuuru 
where  he  now  pastors. 

Gaddiel  is  a  man  of  few  words,  yet  is  a  real  wor¬ 
shipper  with  a  depth  in  his  heart  that  is  not  common. 
Here  is  an  African  youth  who,  though  once  in  bondage 
to  Masai  customs  antagonistic  to  righteousness,  is  now 
trained  in  the  Word  and  in  the  Spirit,  equipped  to  serve 
Christ  for  end-time  harvest. 


Is  the  Need  for  Pioneers  Finished? 


“The  Peace  Corps  are  willing  to  live  meagerly,  with  the  bare  necessities  of  life, 
while  generally  new  missionary  recruits  are  not  ready  to  face  this  kind  of  life. 

Perhaps  the  fault  lies  with  us  older  missionaries.  The  emphasis  in  recent  years 
is  “To  the  cities,  To  the  cities”  —  primarily  to  reach  the  better  qualified  na¬ 
tional  who  in  turn  can  take  the  Gospel  back  to  his  people. 

Which  is  true.  Yet  with  this  emphasis  it  would  seem  that  the  pioneering  spirit 
has  waxed  dim.  Some  say,  “The  bush  is  nice  to  visit,  but  to  live  in,  ‘NO’ !  The 
city  for  me !”  However,  most  all  of  the  experienced,  practical  missionaries 
who  now  reveal  such  fine  qualities  of  leadership  in  their  work  in  the  cities, 
spent  their  first  years  of  crucial  training  in  out-of-the-way  spots. 

There  are  still  the  out-backs.  There  are  still  the  distant  peoples  where  the  full 
Gospel,  the  power  of  God,  and  salvation  for  the  whole  man  have  not  gone. 

Qualifications  for  such  a  life  are: 

(1)  A  willingness  to  be  what  God  wants  me  to  be,  where  He  wants  me  to 
be,  and  when. 

(2)  A  readiness  to  make  myself  happy  and  content  in  every  circum¬ 
stance  and  good  work. 

(3)  A  spiritual-practical  outlook,  i.e.,  to  have  an  increasing  relationship 
with  Christ,  yet  be  ready  for  the  everyday  menial  tasks,  such  as 
cooking,  sewing,  cleaning,  administering  first  aid,  digging,  building, 
repairing  automobiles,  being  father,  mother,  teacher,  advisor  —  al¬ 
ways  in  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  always  serving  —  with  preaching  the 
last  of  all !

Often  back-country  life  is  20-40  years  behind  what  most  youth  of  today  know. 
For  the  pioneer  missionary  there  may  be  no  telephone,  no  electricity,  running 
water,  nor  transportation,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.  Still,  life 
is  what  we  make  it,  wherever  God  calls  us  to  live 
and  minister.  “Godliness  with  contentment  is 
great  gain.”  And  there  can  be  a  thrill  in  the  most 
menial  task  working  with  Him. 


WHO  IS  READY  for  this  opportunity  for  a  life  of 
great  adventure,  to  work  under  the  banner  of  our 
Great  Captain  ?  Let  us  look  out  at  the  vast  harvest 
that  remains  to  be  reaped  in  the  unreached,  un¬ 
explored  areas  and  answer  this  challenge,  “THE 
DAY  OF  PIONEERS  IS  STILL  WITH  US.”

Elim  Gospel  Church  is  most  commonly  thought  of  as  a  “student 
church”;  a  ministry  whose  purpose  is  a  place  of  worship  for  the  Elim 
campus  family.  It  is  just  such  a  concept  that  we  are  now  seeking  to 
correct.  Within  a  seven-mile  radius  of  Lima  there  is  a  population  of 
well  over  15,000.  This  discovery  along  with  the  revelation  of  the  fact 
that  even  Spirit-filled  people  within  the  area  think  of  the  church  as 
simply  for  the  campus  family  has  resulted  in  a  new  thrust  into  the 
community.  A  mailing  piece  explaining  the  purpose  of  Elim  Gospel 
Church  has  been  sent  to  every  home  within  the  seven-mile  radius 
(nearly  6,500)  as  well  as  an  excellent  tract  entitled  “We  Are  Your 
Neighbors.” 

Also  every  effort  has  been  made  to  create  an  atmosphere  invit¬ 
ing  for  the  whole  family.  Both  nurseries,  toddlers  and  infants,  have 
been  properly  organized  and  staffed.  Children’s  church  during  the 
sermon  is  now  a  regular  part  of  morning  worship.  Wednesday  mid¬ 
week  service  which  was  non-existent  previously,  is  now  functioning 
as  a  “Family  Night”  service.  Graded  teaching  sessions  are  provided 
for  virtually  every  age  group  in  the  family  from  children  to  adults. 
A  Sunday  morning  choir  adds  great  blessing  to  that  service,  while  a 
teen  choir  has  caused  the  evening  service  to  take  on  new  life.  Many 
of  the  campus  youth  now  prefer  to  stay  at  Elim  Gospel  rather  than 
going  off  campus  for  church.  This  is  new! 

The  dent  made  in  the  community  is  only  slight.  However,  Elim 
Gospel  Church  is  looking  forward  to  a  great  harvest  in  their  Jerusa¬ 
lem.

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Give  Them  Bread  to  Eat 


Each  weekend  the  students  avail  themselves  of 
the  many  opportunities  to  give  out  that  Bread  of  Life 
on  which  they  themselves  have  been  feeding  all  dur¬ 
ing  the  week.  Outstation  assignments  range  from 
once-a-term  musical  groups  requested  for  special  Sun¬ 
day  night  services  by  pastors  of  various  churches,  to 
coffee-house  ministries  Friday  and  Saturday  nights, 
which  require  strong  consistent  leadership. 

In  scheduling  ministry  assignments,  the  out¬ 
station  committee  —  composed  of  a  few  students  from 
each  class,  with  Brother  Johansson  as  advisor  —  con¬ 
siders  not  only  those  areas  of  ministry  with  which 
the  student  is  already  acquainted,  but  also  those  in 
which  he  needs  more  experience.  Calls  for  diversity 
of  ministry  from  Bible  school  students  come  from 
Churches  and  Sunday  Schools,  County  Homes  and 
Convalescent  Homes,  Coffee-Houses  and  Universi¬ 
ties,  Public  Schools  and  other  civic  organizations. 

Outstations  do  not  simply  fill  the  demand  for 
Christian  workers.  Rather,  the  aim  is  long  range  — 
within  a  period  of  three  years  to  expose  the  student 
to  a  variety  of  ministries,  so  that  he  is  able  to  func¬ 
tion  effectively  in  many  of  them.  Working  in  a  team 
of  six  or  more  students  develops  and  strengthens 
leadership,  promotes  cooperation,  and  allows  the  in¬ 
dividual  to  find  the  area  of  service  for  which  he  is 
most  suited. 

In  these  last  days  God  needs  minute  men  who 
will  be  equipped  to  operate  at  a  moment’s  notice,  in 
any  situation,  under  any  circumstances,  and  for  as 
long  as  it  takes  to  accomplish  His  divine  purpose.
